The palm of journalistic enterprise 


belongSvto a Parisian journalist, though 
be, poor fellow, has been placed beyond 
the reach of worldly honors by that 
aame enterprise.

He became greatly interested 
in hanging and had been publishing ar- 
ticles on that subject viewed from a aci-1 
entitle standpoint Fascinated by his in- 
vestigations, the journalist announced 
an article describing the sensations of a 
hanged man, in collecting the data for 
which he met his death. He wan found 
dead in his room, banging from a cord 
pmsaed over a hook in the ceiling and 
attached to a dog collar around bis neck. 
The facts had been brought ont in a suit 
against an insurance company, in which 
the wife of the journalist seeks to re- 
cover SO, 000 franca, the amount of the 
insurance policy held by her husband in 
the defendant company. The company 
refused to pay on the ground that ho 
committed suicide. The counsel for the 
widow contends that M- Martin was 
making experiments on himself and that 
his death was accidental—Newspaper- 
dom.

"Experienced" horse packers are 
getting as high as—in one instance I 
know—$30 a day. The teamsters are 
making more than that. One was heard 
growling because be had only made $50 
that day; they sometimes make $100.

"We your committee would recom- 


mend tbat tbe terms of tbe last con- 
tract presented by the D. & L. N.

and this amendment was read again 


Mr Hughes moved to adopt the 


finance committee's report and place 
U on file. 


Judge Bobb addressed tbe council 


and stated tbat president Haskell 
would not consent to the land upon 
which tbe shop* are to Deconstructed 
included in tbe cuuuact, but bad 
consented to have the guarantee 
bond clause Included. He said he 
was very sorry tbat the difference 
had arisen and was certain tbat un- 
less the clause was stricken out it 
would defeat tbe project. He said 
this was tbe last consideration tbe 
city would be given in the matter 
and hoped to see the contract ap- 
proved in a manner acceptable to the 
railroad company.

Mr. Warner asked the committee 


whether or not tbe entire 165,000 
would be expended in the shops or 
would part of it be used elsewhere. 


Mr. Stephens said that be bad ask- 


ed tbe same question of a D & L. N. 
official and had been informed tbat 
tbe shops and equipment would cost 
much more than $65 000. 


Mr. Harmon said be had taken tbe 


trouble to call upon the people of his 
ward and bad found them uoanl 
mously in favor of tbe appropriation 


Mr. Bobbins thought the city 


should not demand everything of tbe 
company. He wanted tbe city given 
good security but be did not want to 
defeat tha project by asking too 
much. 


Mr. Miller took the same stand 


that was taken by the solicitor.

didn't want to band over 165,000 un- 
less the form of contract recommend- 
ed by tbe solicitor be adopted.

England several weeks ago to bring 
back bis mother, Rachel, 74 years old, 
whom be wished henceforth to live

The wife and the old mother arrived 


in New York on the St Paul a few 
days ago They went to Smith & Mc- 
Neil's hotel, and there awaited the ar- 
rival of Mr Beilly from St Louis.

Year after year vast crops of wheat 


are taken from tbe wbeatnelds of Da- 
kota and Minnesota. In that section 
grain is more of a crop monopolist than 
cotton is in tbe south. "How long can 
the western soil stand this heavy drain 
without exhaustion?" asks Rural New 
Yorker. '' Eastern farmers who look to 
manure or fertilizers alone as the chief 
means of maintaining fertility cannot 
see bow such lands can be kept in full 
yield. Western scientists and farmers 
believe that the soil itself contains 
abundant material for hundreds of 
wheat crops. They expect to make this 
plant food available by means of care- 
ful tillage and the use of leguminous 
crops like clover or peas." 


Why They IJont Sam Winter Wheat. 
Tho excuse made by some farmers 


why tbey do not sow winter wheat is 
that they "prefer tho stubble ground" 
required for wheat "for corn growing." 
The Iowa Homestead comments as fol- 
lows: "If corn is to be grown as a mon- 
ey crop, it is questionable whether it is 
as profitable as whuat production. There 
is or should bo room for wheat in a four 
or six year rotation. It is a distinctly 
money crop and requires :i fjruat deal of 
expensive machinery to grow it."

She does, howev'ir, 
and this is declared to bo the reason 
that, after two years and three months 
of active training, she ia refused tbe 
diploma she demands. 


Yon must know something of the 


Orange Training school to understand 
how much Miss Niles needs that di- 
ploma. In the first place the institution. 
as might be guessed, is in Orange, K 
JL, and any one there with social as- 
piratious tries to get npon the board of 
governors. 


When Miss Niles first entered the 


school, tho board of governors cast an 
eye of approval upon her. They thought 
her a "superior person."

The following is a brief 
synopsis of the constitution and by 
laws: 


Tbe society shall be under the 


management of twelve trustees; foot 
of whom shall be elected each year. 
The officers of the boaid of trustees 
will consist of a president, two vice 
presidents, a treasurer and a secre- 
tary. Tbe trustees shall appaint a 
hospital staff ot elgbt reputable 
legal practitioners, who shall heva 
been residents of Lima at least one 
year prior to their appointment. The 
appointments shall be made with 
view to a just and fair apportionment 
of tbe staff, among the legal systems 
of practice as determined by their 
relative numerical strength. 
The 


medical staff will elect such officers 
and committees as they deem neces- 
sary. 


An executive committee of three 


members, appointed by tbe trustees, 
shall have general super?Ison of the 
affairs of the hospital and shall have 
full control of all tbe employee. 


A finance committee of seven mem- 


bers, chosen from the board ot trus- 
tees, shall devise tbe ways and means 
to raise tbe necessary funds to estab- 
lish and carry on tbe hospital 


There will be a board of lady man- 


agers of twenty members wbo will 
have general supervision and control 
of the domestic concerns of tbe hos- 
pital. 


The treatment ot charity patients 


shall devolve upon the medical staff 
and the attending physician may 
call any other member of tbe staff for 
consultation whenever he may deem 
it necessary. 


Physicians in good standing and
